He entered Caius College, Cambridge, 
and graduated B.A. and M.A., afterwards becoming 
rector of St. Edmund’s, Norwich, but was too pro- 
nouncedly evangelical and too outspoken for reforma- 
tion doctrines, as against popish, to be long endured by 
the bishop of the diocese at the time. He passed over 
as a fugitive to AMERICA. Cotton Mather testifies that 
he “ approved himself a pious and painful Minister of 
the Gospel at CHARLESTOWN.”’ His works are exceed- 
ingly rare, and this won him most fame.

The two first books in the volume were edited by 
Parker, and the Anglo-Saxon types used in Asser’s Life 
of Alfred were specially cast at his expense. 

It was about this time that Parker was becoming 
much engaged in the endeavour to check the activities 
of the puritans, and feeling ran high on either side. He 
would speak of them as “irrational precisians’’ and 
they retorted by stigmatising him as the “ Pope of 
Lambeth.”’ Robert Dudley had come to be regarded 
as their leader, and while Dudley held such influence 
over the Queen, Parker would not go often to Court, | 
preferring to remain at Lambeth, where he had amassed 
a great number of ancient manuscripts, collected for 
him by John Bale and Stephen Batman. He buried 
himself in his studies, but in 1573 he received the Queen 
in very lavish style at Canterbury, and at her departure 
bestowed exquisite gifts on her and the courtiers. The 
old man marked the influence which the puritan. 
faction was gaining at Court and his spirits sank after 
this visit. He roused himself, however, in the following 
year to assert his authority at Norwich, where the 
puritans were particularly active. The Privy Council, 
on Leicester's urging, sided with the malcontents ; 
but Elizabeth, with characteristic acumen, supported 
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Item No. 17—continued 
her primate, and he carried the day. 

In a letter to Lord Burleigh (dated 9th May, 1573) 
Parker mentions the man whom he was employing to 
bind his books, though not by name, and on November 
23rd of the following year, in another letter to Cecil, 
he says: “‘ This last addition of Alfred’s life, I have 
added to such stories as before I sent to my lord Arundel, 
which yet being so homely, I would not have done if 
his lordship had not seemed to desire it. I send your 
lordship one which is but meanly bound, as to certain 
others of my good lords I purpose to send the like. And 
thus I wish your lordship well to fare in all things as 
myself. Because her Majesty is come secretly to my 
lord of Leicester, I know not whether I might offer 
myself to her Highness ; but this week as soon as my 
book prepared for her Highness were finished, I pur- 
posed to journey to her at Hampton Court.” In the 
same letter in which he mentions his bookbinder he 
tells Cecil that he had within his house “ drawers and 
cutters, painters, limners, writers, and bookbinders.”’ 

It is generally recognised that Parker’s greatest assets 
were his modesty and gentleness, the which won him 
the esteem of those with whom his policy brought him 
in conflict. It was a characteristic action to give this 
beautiful book to Dudley, probably at the very time 
when he had just won a victory against him on the 
Norwich question. 

In the following year the Archbishop died, and 
Leicester entertained the Queen with the magnificent 
entertainments at Kenilworth to which Shakespeare is 
believed to refer in his “‘ Midsummer Night’s Dream.”’ 
Probably this book was then at Kenilworth. 

On the title-page is a curious anagram of Queen 
Elizabeth’s and Dudley’s names, which seems to be 
partly in his hand, and is found also in a few other 
volumes from his Library.

At the Restora- 
tion he was recognised as the only possible Primate, and 
he performed the Coronation ceremony. He occupied 
himself during his Primacy with the restoration of old 
St. Paul’s Cathedral and Lambeth Palace. He died on 
June 4th, 1663. PEpys writing in his Diary : “ I heard 
that this day the Archbishop of Canterbury, Juxon, a 
man well spoken of by all for a good man, is dead”’.

SiR THOMAS EGERTON, Baron Ellesmere and Viscount 
Brackley, was bred for the law and quickly acquired a 
large practicein Chancery. He was appointed Solicitor- 
General in 1581, and it is said that this was the result of 
the Queen hearing him plead a case against the Crown. 
lirimy troth, she-exclaimed, ‘he shall never plead 
against me again.’’ He became Attorney-General in 
1592, Master of the Rolls in 1594, and Lord Keeper in 
1596. Itissaid that Elizabeth made the latter appoint- 
ment against the advice of Burleigh. She constantly 
consulted Egerton on matters of home and foreign 
affairs. 


His consideration for young and struggling barristers 
is vouched for by Francis Bacon, who, when writing to 
him in 1596, acknowledges his “ fatherly care ”’. 


In spite of the disparity between their ages, a warm 
friendship grew up between Egerton and the Earl of 
Essex. Egerton was one of the few who witnessed the 
famous scene in 1598, when Essex was impudent to the 
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Queen and was rewarded by a box on the ears. In 
reasoned letters Egerton afterwards advised the Earl 
to apologise to the Queen, but, of course, to no avail, 
and he later had the unpleasant task of taking a lead in 
the proceedings against his friend. 

In her last years the Queen began more and more to 
rely on her Lord Keeper, and at her death he became as 
loyal a servant to James, who gave him the Lord 
Chancellorship. He was a patron of letters and for a 
time John Donne was one of his household. He was a 
keen book-collector, and laid the foundations of a 
great library.

JAMES BEATOUN is best known as the devoted friend 
and counsellor of Mary, Queen of Scots. He was born 
in 1517, and at the age of fourteen was sent to Paris to 
complete his studies. He was engaged whilst still a 
lad upon a diplomatic mission to Scotland from the 
French King. The death of his uncle, the regent, made 
him Mary’s chief stay, and his determined opposition to 
religious reform strengthened the bond. He became 
Scottish ambassador to the French court, but continued 
to take a lively interest in home affairs, and did not 
scruple to give sound, if blunt, advice to Mary should 
occasion require. When she conveyed to him the first 
news of Darnley’s murder and dwelt on the provi- 
dential escape she had had from a simular fate, he replied 
that the only way in which she could prove her own 
innocence was to hunt out and punish the murderers.

EXTREMELY RARE. THE DEDICATION COPY TO KING 
EDWARD VI WITH THE ROYAL ARMS AND INITIALS IN GILT 
ON THE SIDES. Valerand Pullain, a Fleming, succeeded 
Calvin in the pastorship of the Church of Strangers at 
Strasburg, but by reason of the publication of the 
Interim (1548) he was obliged to flee from that city with 
his congregation. These people were chiefly weavers of 
worsted ; and on their arrival in England the Duke of 
Somerset gave them a home in the abbey buildings at 
Glastonbury, and provided them with the means of 
carrying on their manufacture. In February, 1551, 
Pullain published their Order of Service in Latin, with a 
dedication to King Edward, to defend his people from 
those who slandered them for their change of religion 
and for licentiousness. The book has been supposed to 
have furnished hints to the revisers of the Book of 
Common Prayer in some additions which were made in 
1552. to the amcient services. The introductory 
Sentences, with the Exhortation, Confessions, and 
Absolution, which were then placed at the beginning of 
the Morning and Evening Prayer, andthe Ten Command- 
ments with the Responses, especially the last, subjoined 
to them, which were at the same time introduced at the 
beginning of the Communion Service, are supposed to be 
due in some degree to this publication of Pollanus.
